It is remarkabie that this discovery was 
made by a layman. While mechanical ex- 
perts were exbausting their ingenuity in fu- 
tile attempts to solve the problem of work- 
ing in guicksand, a German doctor. who 
knew nothing of engineering, invented and 
patented the process described. A curious 
coincidence is found in the fact that the 
first practical discovery in pneumatics as ap- 
plied to civil engineering was made by an 
English physician, Dr. Potts. Dr. Poetsch 
conceived the idea of freezing quicksand 
and other soft and shifting materiais about 
six years ago. He applied it to the sinking 
of shafts and constructed three successfully. 


In 1884 he started work on a 220-feet shaft 
at Hossu, Belgium. Tne problem was to 


penetrate twenty feet of clay and 200 feet of 
quicksand, beneath which lay a valuable 
lode of mineral. While work was in 
progress Poetsch sent an agent to 
the United States with power of at- 
torney to dispose of the American patents. 
Impressed with the idea that the process was 
a feasible and valuable one, Charles Sooy- 
Smith of the firm of Sooy-Smith & Co. went 


to Germany and made a careful inspection of 


the works in progress.

VALUE OF THE INVENTION. 

„Nothing in sub-aqueous work is now im- 
possible,” said the General, making a rude 
sketch of a tunnel. When I was engaged 
in building the tunnel underthe Hudson 
River 1 bade farewell forever to the sunlight 
every time I entered tne dangerous hole. 
Today the work could be done with absolute 
safety, and ata fraction of the cost. In 
building a tunnel through sand or quicksand, 
or any percolated soil, the pipes would be 
forced about fifty feet horizontally in a circle 
considerably larger than the bore of the tun- 
nel. This circle will then be frozen and ex- 
cavated toa point within eight or ten feet 
from the end of the pipes. Then another 
circie of pipes will be inserted. The tunnel 
will be lined up and finished as fast as ex- 
cavated. Thus we shall freeze and excavate 
section after section, being enabied to pass 
through any kind of soil. It would be possi- 
ble and practical in deep water to construct 
atunnelon the bed of the lake by simply 
freezing a solid cylinder of ice, cutting a way 
through it, and constructing your tunnel.

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Mrs. Matilda B. Carse, President of the 
Building Association, read an address yester- 
day at the meeting of the Woman's Club in 
which she set forth the object and gave an 
explanation of the work already accom- 
plished. It was as follows: 


WOMAN’S WORK. 

Chicago is rapidly becoming the central me- 
tropolis of the United States. Another year will 
find her with a million inhabitants. The city 18 
fapidly becoming noted for the magnificence of 
its business blocks, its residences, its churches, 
club-houses, and its public buildings. The Audi- 
torium Building, when finished, will contain one 
of the largest and finest auditoriums in the coun- 
try. Central Music-Hall is considered one of the 
most beautiful concert halls to be found in any 
city in the Union. Soon the magnificent New- 
berry Library Building will be erected, which 
will make Chicago without a peer in this line of 
architecture in the United States. Among all 
these fine puildings is there to be found one 
adapted to woman's work? There is not one. Is 
there a hall of easy access in the centre of the 
city which will hold 1,000 to 1,200 persons? Not 
one. 

Woman's work means more than it did a quar- 
ter ofa century ago; her bands are stretching 
out into all the philanthropic undertakings of 
the day. Men are so overwhelmed with business 
they have not the time to give it the needed at 
tention, and women who have leisure at their 
command and who have felt the possibilities 
within them of helping the race up to a higher 
plane of living are bestirring themselves both in 
educational and philanthropic fields. Such 
women feel the need of better accommodation 
for women’s work than the city now affords. 
They are saying: *“ Why, in all this great city, 
with buildings adapted for all kinds of work, 
cannot woman have a building of her own where, 
under one roof, her literary.clubs and philan- 
thropic associations can be grouped, and where 
a moderate-sizea hall of easy access shall be at 
her command?” 

One of these philanthropic associations, the 
National Woman's Christian Temperance Union, 
have set about in a most practical manner to 
answer these inguiries by setting on foot a 
project to erect a woman's temple, which is not 
only to be their National headquarters, but a 
source of large revenue to the society, as the 
building is to be a great officé structure twelve 
stories high and costing $800,000. It will have a 
hali on the ground floor which will accommodate 
1,000 to 1,200 persons. 

It is to be centrally located, and will be easy of 
access either from the North, South, or West 
Side of the city. The lot on which this building 
is to be erected is the block on Dear- 
born street from Quincy to Jack- 
son street. has ‘a frontage of 166 
feet on Dearborn by 100 feet deep. It is hoped 
that the building can be started by May 1 and be 
ready for occupancy by May, 1891.

Ixpianapouis, Ind., Jan. 23,—[Special.]— 
John Wanamaker came to Indianapolis to- 
day on an obviously important mission. A 
crowd of interviewers were awaiting his ar- 
rival, and soon after he stepped from the 
train that brought him to the city they found 
that he was doggedly determined to say noth- 
ing as to his expectations or as to what he 
might learn while here. He was evidently 
fully aware that extraordinary efforts would 
be made to induce him to talk, and he put 
himself on guard against all questioning 
by locking himself in a private car, 
the porter of which was given in- 
structions to admit nobody. He did not 
emerge from the car until the train reached 
Richmond, and then only for a minute. A 
newspaper correspondent greeted him there, 
but Mr. Wanamaker would not be inter- 
viewed. When the train arrived here he 
found a committee of young men represent- 
ing the Wanamaker Club, a campaign organ- 
ization named in his honor, ready to offer him 
any assistance that would be acceptable. 
The young men regretted that they had not 
been formally notutied of his coming, so that 
the entire organization might have been out 
to receive him. They escorted him to the New 
Denison House, several newspaper corre- 
spondents accompanying them and at every 
opportunity asking a question regarding his 
visit. “It is expected,” one of the inter- 
viewers remarked, that you know some 
important news.” ‘Ido not,’} replied Mr. 
Wanamaker. ‘I came here to get the news. 
Jam here to see Gen. Harrison andI shall 
spend only a few hours in the city.“ An- 
other correspondent asked if it was his in- 
tention to go abroad after his return to the 
East. “That will depend upon the result of 
my talk with Gen. Harrison,“ was the reply, 
ana he escaped further questioning by tax- 
ing acarriage and proceeding to the resi- 
dence of Gen. Harrison, where he arrived 
just before the family sat down to lunch. 

A CONFERENCE WITH GEN. HARRISON. 

He joined them, and afterward had a con- 
ference of three hours with the President- 
elect. The newspaper representatives impa- 
tiently awaited its conclusion. It was under- 
stood that Mr. Wanamaker would return to 
Philadeiphia on the train leaving here late in 
the afternoon. About the time that it was 
supposed he wodld leave for the railway 
Station a party. of interviewers called 
at the residence of the President-elect, be- 
lieving that it would be impossible for the 
visitor to escape them there, They waited 
half an hour or more for him to emerge from 
the library, where they had been informed 
the conference was in progress. Within a 
few minutes of the time for the train to 
leave Gen. Harrison came from the 
library alone, and in response to 
inquiries informed them that Mr. 
Wanamaker had been gone over a quarter 
of an hour. Mr. Wanamaker had been told 
that the interviewers were waiting for him, 
and under the guidance of Private Secretary 
Halford had eluded them by leaving the 
house through a side door. However, others 
were waiting for him at the railway station, 
and he was not successful in eluding thém, 
but the information that he gave in response 
to the many questions that were asked him 
was meagre. He was well pleased with

artment fitness and not party service should 
be the essential and discriminating tests, and 
fidelity and efficiency the ag sure tenure of 
office. Only the interests of the public service 
should suggest removal from omce.“ Gen, Har- 
rison has the same understanding that we have 
of the spirit and purpose of reform, and has sig- 
nifled bis ment with the pledge of the plat- 
form, that spirit and purpose shall be ob- 
served in all executive appointments. 

We have his word for it,in the clearest lan- 

age, thatin appointments to every grade and 

epartment, not only of the classified service 
but everywhere, fitness and not party service is 
to be the essential and discriminating test and 
fidelity and efficiency the only sure tenure of 
office. We believe, therefore, that the spectacie 
will not be repeated by the appointment of new 
and untried men to positions for which they 
have shown no qualifications on account of the 
aid given by them to the Republican party, or 
its candidate, during the campaign. Under this 
it will be impossible, for instance, that such a 
position as a Consuiship, a place requiring bust.

Mapffon, Wis., Jan. 23.—[Special.]—The 
bill framed by the Wisconsin Medical Socie- 
ty providing for the regulation of the prac- 
tice of medicine by the creation of a board 
of examiners of seven members, to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor, was introduced 
into the Legislature today. The schools of 
medicine from which examiners shaii be ap- 
pointed are not specified. Examinations 
of graduates are required and the venalty 
for violation is a fine not to exceed $500. 
The measure is in the nature of a defense of 
legitimate practice against the many bogus 
doctors driven into Wiscorsin by the rigid 
medical laws of Iflinots, Minnesota, and other 
adjoining States, 

An appropriation of $6,000 was asked te 
liquidate claims of contractors for materials 
used in the construction of certain State uni- 
versity buildings. 

A flood of petitions is coming in from all 
sections of the State asking more severe leg- 
islation for the suppression of Northern den- 
keepers. Dr. Kate Bushnell was this after, 
noon before the Senate State Affairs Com- 
mittee, having in charge the investigation of 
her stories of northern dens.

IN THE INDIANA LEGISLATURE, 


The Old Fight Over the Election of Lieu- 
tenant Governor Renewed. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 23.—[Special.]— 
There was a great deal of politics in the pro- 
ceedings of the Indiana Legislature today. 
It started off with a resolution introduced in 
the House by Representative Willard de- 
manding information from the Auditor of 
State as to what money had been paid to Col. 
R. S. Robertson as Lieutenant Governor and 
from what fund it was taken. While speak- 
ing on the subject the threat was made by 
Willard, who is Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means, that the Auditor 
should not be reimbursed for any money he 
had paid to Col. Robertson. The old ques- 
tion regarding the election of the Lieutenant 
Governor two years ago was reopened and a 
hot debate followed, resulting in the adoption 
of the resolution by Democratic votes. 
Later the Republicans introduced a reso- 
lution demanding that inquiry shouid be 
made by a committee to ascertain if Green 
Smith, the usurping presiding officer of the 
Senate two years ago, had not drawn more 
than was due him, out the Democrats de- 
feated it. 

This afternoon a resolution presented by 
Representative Wilson, a Democrat, author- 
izing an investigation into the condition of 
the State Treasury was adopted. Later the 


Democratic leaders discovered that a blunder 


had been made, as the Democratic State 
Treasurer who retired from office two years 
ago had left a bad record, which would neces- 
sarily be exposed if an investigation shculd 
be made. In consequence the resolution 
was hastily reconsidered and laid on the 
table in spite of the opposition of the Re- 
publicans, who, as well as the State Treas- 
— were anxious to have the investigation 
made. 

A bill was introduced in the House today

‘Three Women and a Man te Be Added to

The Board of Education last evening 
decided to appoint a standing committee of 
five on compuisory education and make the 
enforcement of the law part of its duties. 
It was resolved to appoint four additional 
truant officers, three of whom are to be 
women, and one clerk to register the cases 
that are reported, increasing the force en- 
gaged in that work to eight persons instead 
of three. 

Tue question of compulsory education came 
up in connection with the $200,000 asked for 
the perchase of grounds, which President 
Stewart at first thought was too much. Mr. 
Wenter, in discussing the matter, said: “If 
this compulsory education agitation is going 
to continue you will want $200,000 more in 
order to put up enough school buildings to 
accommodate the children.“ The board con- 
curred in the estimate of 200,000 for school 


sites. 
THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Forch of the Special Committee on 
Compulsory Education made a statement of 
the work done by the three truaut officers, 
and submitted the recommendations of the 
committee.

PASSAGE OF THE SENATE TARIFF BILL. 
The passage of the Senate Tariff bill marks 
another stage in the remarkable controversy 
which has raged for over a year as to the 
principle of protection and .its practical ap- 
plicauon. The Senate bill has been greatly 
changed since it was reported by the Allison 
committee last October, and as a rule the 
alterations haye been in the direction of 
higher duties. Proposed as a substitute for 
the Milis bill, and with a certamty that the 
two measures must go together to a commit- 
tee of conference between the Houses, 
the Senate bill has been expanded and 
the rates pushed up so as to give ample 


margin, it has been suggested, for compro- 


mises without cutting duties below the pro- 
tective point. The Republican Senators have 
no idea the bill in its present form can 
receive a majority vote in the House 
and become alaw. Like Springer’s omnibus 
bill for the admission of the Territories, it is 
framed not to become a law as it stands, but 
is made broad enough to stand concessions 
and compromises ina committee of confer- 
ence. 

In changing their bill since the election 
the Republican Senators have stuck to the 
doctrine of maintaining high wages for work- 
men rather than to cheapen goods and lower 
the wage rate. A curious contradiction, how- 
ever, appears in the wool schedules, which 
have been advanced about 20 per cent, with 
a corresponding increase on articles of wool- 
en wear, including blankets and carpets. This 
change was not favored by the operatives in 
woolen factories. From San Francisco to 
Philadelphia and Boston these classes voted 
strongly for free wool, and with the aid of pro- 
tected city workmen reduced the Republican 
vote in nearly all the textile manufacturing 
districts. City workmen, as shown by their 
votes, wanted cheaper woolen goods, and the 
woolen operatives wanted free wool that they 
might get foreign mixing fleeces, make bet- 
ter articles, reduce the price, and enlarge 
their market and the demand for their labor. 
But with a view to the interests of the wool- 
growers, chiefly in the Southwest, the Re- 
publican Senate insisted on a higher rate of 
duty on wool and woolens. The woolen man- 
ufacturers and their employés claim this will 
increase the cost of woolen goods so mate- 
rially that the demand will fall off and the 
people will buy less woolen goods and use 
substitutes for woolen wear, so that the ef- 
fect will be that the flockmasters must kill

THE ENGLISH AUTHOR’S COPYRIGHT TRICE. 

One of the strongest arguments against the 
proposed international copyright law is fur- 
nished by the experience, as related in a 
Washington dispatch, of a Congressman who 
was in quest of Prof. Bryce’s “ American 
Commonwealth.“ The purchaser asked the 
price of the moderate-sized, cheaply bound 
two volumes and was informed by the clerk 
it was siz dollars He objected to the ex- 
cessive cost, but the clerk replied it couldn't 
be helped, as it was a two-volume English 
book and couldn’t be sold tor less. The pur- 
chaser still insisted that the price was too 
much, especially as the books would have 
to be rebound, which would add at least 
$3 more to their price, but, getting no 
satisfaction, declared he would wait until 
an American edition came out.“ Much to 
his astonishment he was informed that 
would do him no good, as the book was co py- 
righted in this country, and the only edition 
he could buy was the imported two-volume 
one, Thereupon the trick in the copyright 
business was explained to the M. C. The 
book was printed in England in three vol- 
umes and sold at $12. In the book for 
the American market the “leads” were 
pulled out, a sufficient amount of padding 
was removed, one or two chapters were fur- 
nished by the American writers, the size 
was reduced to two volumes, and it was then 
sent over here, paying American duty, and 
is sold at $5 under copyright. If the book had 
been printed here it could easily have been 
sold at $3, and at $2 if issued in a single vol- 
ume; but by this trick of American padding 
three prices are obtained by the publishers. 
The scheme is simply one for plundering the 
United States and shows what may be done 
under a copyright law. On the one hand, by 
manufacturing the book abroad our own 
printers are cheated out of that much work, 
and, on the other, readers are robbed by 
having to pay three or four prices. 

It is somewhat remarkable Congressmen 
cannot see that the true principle in this copy- 
right business is to pay the foreign author a 
moderate royalty on all copies of his work 
issued through American publishing houses 
instead of torcing the reading public to pay 
three or four times what it would have to do 
were the work issued here. A royalty of 10 
per cent on the wholesale publishers’ prices 
would be ample compensation for the foreign 
Writers and would be fully up to the average 
of what American authors receive. It is 
only in exceptional cases where more than 
this is paid. The system could be arranged 
easily so that the foreign author might ex- 
amine accounts of sales, itemized reports of 
which could be made semi-annually, and at 
the same time he could sbield himself against 
injustice or fraud by suit or injunction. This 
simple plan would leave the purely mechan- 
ical parts of the book to be done in this coun- 
try, readers would not be swindled by hav- 
ing to pay three or four times more than they 
pay for corresponding American books, and 
the author would havea fair compensation 
in every copy sold. If the English are not 
satisfied with this then let the business con- 
tinue as itis. If they will not take what is 
fair then American pirating is much to be 
preferred to the compulsory English levy of 


binding.

THE OF PATENT MONOPOLY HAS 
STRENGTHENED. : 


BEEN 
The decision of the United States Supreme 


Court to the effect that the lifetime of an 
American patent first taken out in a foreign 
country does not expire until the extreme 


“limit for which an extension may be secured 


in the foreign country must be accepted as 
the interpretation of the existing statute. It 
furnishes, however, sufficient reason why the 
law should be amended at once by Congress. 
Heretofore it was supposed the term of an 
American patent first patented m foreign 
countries was limited to the period of the for- 
eign patent having the shortest time to run, 
but under the recent ruling many patents 
may be extended ten years or more beyond 
the intended limit in this country. No reason 
exists why patent monopoly should be 
strengthened in this manner. Congress 


‘should amend the statute at once and make 


it mean what it was supposed to mean—viz.: 
a limitation of the American period to the 
period of the foreign patent having the 
shortest time to run. Patent monopoly is too 
oppressive now to have its grip strengthened. 

Congress might well make other amend- 
ments to the patent system when this subject 
is once taken into consideration. At pres- 
ent the American system is liberal in the ex- 
treme in granting the exclusive right to use 
new inventions and discoveries, and it 
prejudices the rights of the public without 
securing properly those of the actual in- 
ventors. Nine times in ten valuable patents 
pass quickly into the hands of con- 
struction’ companies’ and the inventor 
is cheated, bought out, or sold out 
for a song. The profits go not 
to the inventor but to the manipulators who 
steal the fruits of his toil and ingenuity. 
The patent sharks first rob the inventor and 
then under the protection of an artificial mo- 
nopoly fleece the public for a quarter ofa 
century. If Congress would change the law 
so as to make patents free to be used by any 
one as soon as granted on the payment of a 
reasonable royalty to the inventor the public 
would get the full benefit of improved proc- 
esses and méthods while the discoverer or 
inventor could make himself sure of ample 
reward. Such a system would leave every 
incentive that could be desired for the exer- 
cise of inventive talent. Inventors in fact 
would be much more certain of a liberal re- 
ward for their labor than they are now, and 
at the same time the public would be pro- 
tected from artificial monopoly and extor- 
tionate prices. Any one could use a patent, 
and competition would thus be insured from 
the start, but the inventor would be better 
protected and could not be so easily despoiled 
of his due. The change suggested would be 
just alixe to the public and the inventors and 
would bear harshly only on the patent 
sharks. Will Congress consider it? 


IT NOW WANTS A NATIONAL POLICY. 

The Florida Times-Union has become 
alarmed lest a stop will be put to the sys- 
tem of voting at National elections in that 
State, by which Republicans, white and col- 
ored, are cheated out of their votes and de- 
prived of the Presidential Electors ana one 
Congressman, and says impleringly: 


Instead ot a Southern policy let there be a Na- 

tional policy, broad and statesmanlike, and that 
licy will und no heartier or more loyal support 
an that given by the South. 


The Southern dea of a National policy is 
one which not attempt to interfere with 
those lawless methods which cut down the 
Republican vote in Florida from 28,081 for 


Blaine to 26,659 for Harrison, while by fraud. 


Cleveland’s vote was raised from 31,766 in 
1884 to 39,651 in 1888; which will not inter- 
tere with the Florida bulldozers when they 
cheat at the polls the Northern Republicans 
who have brought into the State the capital 
with which it has been developed, who have 
built their hotels and railroads and have im- 
proved vast areasof iand, and have infused 
into Florida whatever prosperity it enjoys. 

That is not the Northern idea of a National 
policy. That which the North wants is a 
policy which will insure to the Republican 
of Florida, as in other Southern States, 
be he black or white, the same right to 
cast a ballot ata Nationalelection and to 
have it honestly counted that is now given 
to and enjoyed by the Democratic voter 
of every Northern State, It wants a policy 
which will enable the Republicans of Florida 
or any other Gulf State, if they are in the 
majority, to elect ata Presidential election 
Electors and Congressmen just as the Demo- 
crats of the North are enabled to choose 
Presidential Electors and Congressmen, 
where they have votes enough. The contin- 
uance of that policy by which Florida when 
visited with pestilence stretches out both 
hands that they may be filled with Northern 
charity, chiefly from Republicans, and then, 
when Northern money and Northern nurses 
have staid the fever and supported the af- 
flicted inhabitants, disfranchises the men who 
have been foremost in giving that charity, is 
undesirable in Northern eyes. In this part 
of the country it is looked on as sectional 
rather than National, as the conduct of an 
ingrate rather than of a decent, law-abiding 
American. 


THINGS HURD NEGLECTED TO EXPLAIN. 


Mr. H. B. Hurd wishes this city to make 
from the city limits to Joliet a canal which 
shall be 200 feet wide on the water surface 
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and who will furnish the money? 

And if all, this were done, if there were 
eighteen feet of water trom the mouth of the 
Chicago River to that of the confluence with 
the Mississipp:, what then! What is to be 
done with it? Who is to useit? Who will 
navigate that channel? Mr. Hurd is an old 
man who has not kept pace with the times. 
He was born in the era of canals. We are 
now living in the era of steel railways, 
which fact he seems to have overlooked. We 
travel by steam now, and not, as in the days 
of Mr. Hurd’s youth, by water. The stars 
in their courses are fighting against canals 
and rivers, and their usefulness has gone to 
return no more, The steam horse pulls his 
wagons cheaper and faster than the steam- 
boat can drag its load against the current. 
The steam horse goes night and day three, 
four, or six times faster than the steamboat 
up stream, and it goes at all seasons—sum- 
mer, fall, autumn, and spring—and it carries 
everything, including passengers, express, 
freight, postage matter, live stock, perisha- 
ble commodities, and at rates with which 
the canal, tug, or river steamboat has ceased 
to pe able to compete, Mr. Hurd is asleep. 
Let him wake up and see what has happened 
and cease his foolish talk about Western ca- 
nals competing with railroads. 


Tun end and aim of a good drainage bill is 
to secure sufficient dilution of the Chicago 
sewage. Anything which shall make the 
waters of the South Branch when they leave 
the city limits limpid and wholesome look- 
ing, inoffensive to nose or eye, does all that 
can be asked of Chicago, for those waters 
will improve m quality the farther they go 
from the source. If they get worse it will 
be because of the contamination by the 
sewage of other places. Now, if the South 
Branch is made 100 or 110 feet wide at its 
narrowest parts and given a depth of fifteen 
feet and a current of a mile and a half an 
hour, which can be done to the mouth of the 
canal for from one to two millions and to the 
city limits for twice that, the waters in the 
Soutb Branch will be changed nine times a day. 


| Nine times daily the stream will be filled 


with pure, clear water from the lake. That 
dilution would be most ample even in this 
city, where the sewage nuisance must neces- 
sarily always be worse than it can be any- 
where else. Since this dilution would be 
secured by a flow of 200,000 cubic feet a min- 
ute, it would be sufficient not merely for 
the valley people but for Chicagoans. Then 
why do we hear this extravagant talk about 
a flow three times that quantity, not designed 
for dilution purposés, but to transfer the 
shipping ot Chicago to some other point, or 
to gratify the whim of some chimerical en- 
gineers or people who seck “advantages of 
a commercial nature at Chicago’s expense?

The Market Moved Within Narrow Limits, 
Little Being Done. 

New York, Jan. 23.—[Special. |—Not only 
was today an exceedingly dull and uninter- 
esting one in the stock market, but the 
changes, while almost entirely on the bear 
side, were within narrow limits. The market 
was altogether à traders’ one, and they were 
forced to content themselves with fractional 
moves, there not being enough life in tne 
market to force it far one way or the other.

The coailers, too, were a 
point of attack, the first move being made 
against Reading, that stock being sold in 
fairly large biocks, while Union Pacific and 
New England also came in for a share of the

was given it and it rallied. Pullman, which for 
several days past when other stocks have 
dragged off has steadily pursued an upward 
course, today had a setback and at one time 
a loss of 344 points was scored against it, but 
before the close it recovered somewhat, and 
the net loss was only 2 points.

May Wheat Hammered Down—The Mar- 
ket Cloges Nearly Three Cents Off, 

There was a break of nearly three cents in 
May wheat yesterday and more excitement 
than has been felt on Change in two weeks. 
It was a day of liquidation. The bears were 
hilariously confident, and from start to finish 
pounded the market viciously. There was 
an immense volume of business. Every 
commission house seemed to be liberally sup- 
plied with orders from the big firms who, 
after the battle, said they aper 8 from 
3,000, 000 to 6,000,000 down to the small ones. 

The May future opened haif cent off, and im- 
mediately dropped a further half, and almost 
as quickly recovered the lost ground. Ali 
this took place in the first five minutes, ana 
the weak, nervous tone which it indicated 
set the pace for the bears. They went at the 
market hammer and tongs. For the next 
two hours the fluctuations were so rapid as 
to test the speed of the indicator to mark 
them. May jumped dy quarters, and some 
of the widest changes in the price were 
made in three or four minutes. Both the 
buying and selling was immense and so well 
distributed that it was difficult to pick out 
the individuals and houses who led on either 
side. 

Undoubtedly a great deal of the buying 
was to cover shorts, but this quasi o uon 
encountered by the from their own 
friends was more than offset by the effect 
of the long wheat which came out. From 
every direction it poured on the market. 
By ‘about 12 o’clock the market, after being 
down to 9744, had reacted to 95%, forced up 
by the biggest kind of buying. There was 
an appearance of prices moving further up 
when suddenly tne strength utterly disap- 
peared. Some attempt was made by the 
bolder bulls to hold the market, but there 
was no resisting the flood of wheat which 
was forced out on stop orders. More excite- 
ment was compressed in the last hour than 
at any other period of the day. The close 
was at 96%, against 996 Tuesday. 


Southern Millers’ Association Formed. 

Nasuvitte, Tenn., Jan. 23.—A meeting of 
the millers of Southern Inaiana, Keatucky, 
Tennessee, and the States south of Tennessee 
was held at the Merchants’ Exchange today. 
The attendance was large, a daily output of 
13,000 barreis being re ted. The meet- 
ing was called to order by the Temporary 
Chairman, Dr. E. T. Noel, who welcomed the 
visitors to Nashville. 

Mr. Charles Ballard of Louisville was 
elected President, John J. McCann of Nash- 
ville Vice-President, L. H. Lanier of Nash- 
ville Secretary and Treasurer. The organ- 
ization will be known as the “Southern 
Millers’ Association.” The principal 
object ot the association is to 
adopt a uniform method for sale, manner 
of payments, and length.of time upon which 
flour is to be sold, and to rectify the abuses 
to which the Southern mills have long been 
subjected. 

The meeting adjourned to reconvene at In- 
dianapolis the first Tuesday in June. 


Condition of the New York Wheat Market. 

New York, Jan. 23.—[Special.|—The World 
says: “It was an exciting day on the 
Produce Exchange today, and according 
to the reports received there from Chicago 
the wheat bubble at the big speculative 
centre came near bursting. Indeed, at one 
time it looked as though a 0 im- 
minent, and many persone feared that the 
time had come when the Chicago operators 
and those in the Northwest who are loaded 
to the muzzle with — millions of 
bushels of wheat would. forced to let go 
their holdings. The bull crowd has shrunk 
mightily, and the bears, jubilant at seeing 
the price of wheat go down, jumped in and lent 
a willing hand to the movement which was 
bringing the price of that cereal nearer to its 
actual value.“

TO AMEND THE STATE CONSTITUTION. 


The Citizens’ Association Wants a Conven- 
tion Called for That Purpose. 

The Executive Committee of the Associa- 
tion for the Maintenance and Advancement 
of Ambler has adopted a report on the gen- 
eral subject of amendments to the present 
State Constitution by the Committee on Leg- 
islauon. The report is signed Chairman 
John N. Jewett and Francis B. Peabody, S. 
S. Gregory, E. A. Cummings, E. Nelson 
Blake, A. M. Pence, and A. C. Bartiett. 

The report begins by reviewing the circum- 
stances attending the adoption of the three 
State Constitutions of 1818, 1848, and 1870, 
and the rejection by the people of the Consti- 
tution framed by the convention of 1861. The 
present Constitution is criticised at some 
length. It was, the report says, a thec 
retical experiment, carrying with itsel 
much of special and permanent legis- 
lation and only affording dilatory and 
inadequate means of reform within itself, no 
matter how pressing the n ty for re- 
form should in the future become. Several 
amendments to it have already been mad 
but the difficulties and embarrassments o 
constitutional restrictions are by no means 
yet removed. umerous efforts at amend- 
ment indicate a degree of dissatisfaction de- 
serving of public attention, and inasmuch 
as the right to inaugurate amendments is 
vested in the General Assembly of the State, 
and by Sec. 20f Art. XIV. of the Constitu- 
tion it is provided that The General Assem- 
bly shall have no power to peopess amend- 
ments to more than one article of the Consti- 
tution at the same session, nor t the sam 
article oftener than once in four years,“ the

SAMOA MUST BE PROTECTED. 


The Senate Taking Steps to Urge the Govr- 
ernment to Do Its Duty. 

WASHINGTON. D. C., Jan. 23.—In the Sen- 
ate today Senator Sherman, from the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, reported the 
following amendments to the Diplomatic and 
Consular Appropriation bill designed to pro- 
tect the interests of the United States in 
Samoa: 

For the execution of the obligations and the 
protection of the interests of the United States 
existing under the treaty between’ the United 
States and the Government of ‘the Samoans 
$500,000, or as much thereof as may be necessary, 
to be expended? under the direction of the Presi- 
dent, this appropriation to be immediately avall- 
able for the survey, improvement, and occupa 
tion of the bay and harbor of Pagopago, in the 
Island of Tutwla, Samoa; 
structiapg of the n | 
buildings for such occupstion and for a 
oo station therein 3100000, this appro- 
pria to be immediately available. 

Senator Sherman made no statement of the 
views of the committee upon the . 
amendments atthe time they were offered, 
but it is learned that the committee were of 
opinion that under the term ot the treaty 
with Samoa it is the duty of the United 
States to intervene, by force if necessary, to 
protect the autonomy of the islands nst 
the aggressions of any Power. The treaty 
was made by Secretary of State Evarts and 
Lemamea, and declared in force Feb. 18, 
1878. Art. V. reads: | 

If unhappily any differences should have 
arisen, or shall hereafter arise, between the 
Samoan Government and any other Government 
in amity with the United States, the Government 
ot the latter will employ its good offices for the 
purpose of adjusting those differences upon a 
satisfactory and solid foundation. 

“Then the amendments to the Consular 
bill mean that the President is to send a fleet 
of war ships or any other force he may deem 
necessary to protect the Samoan Government 
and to relieve the people from the danger ot 
war?’ was asked one of the members of the

“GUNBOAT” PAVEY AT LIBBY. 


The State Auditor Expects to Come Into 
Possession of au Interesting Nelic. 

Spriyerietp, III., Jan. 23.—[Special.]— 
Auditor C. W. Pavey, or Gunboat Pavey, 
as he is best known to the Union prisoners 
who were confined in Libby, expects soon ta 
come into possession of a relic of his prison 
life. He was Captain of a provisional bat- 
tery organized to go down in the rear of 
Bragg's army, was wounded at the battle of 
Sand Mountain in April 1868, and after lying 
in the woods for five days and nights was 
captured. In all he was twenty-three 
months in Rebel prisons at Decatur, 
Danville, Knoxville, Chattanooga, and 
Salisbury. He was one of the leaders 
in the outbreak at Salisbury and with others 
was taken as a prisoner to Libby and con- 
demned to be shot. He was placed in an ua- 
derground celi at Libby, and he with his 
companions saw their coffins stacked up in 
the yard of the prison. Believing thas their 
time had come, Pavey inquired the name of 
a prisoner in a room above him and wrote it 
upon the leaf of a Bible his sister had given 
him and passed it up through a small apert- 
ure which had been made by the prisoners 
for communication -with each other. The 
sentence of death was never carried into ef- 
fect, and Mr. Pavey never heard any more of 
his Bible until a few weeks ago, when he re- 
ceived we following letter, dated at Detroit: 

Gen. C. W. Pavey: In the American Tribune of 
Dec. 7, 1888, I notice in an account of proceed- 
ings of the ex-prisoners of war C. . Pavey, 
President, who tered as having beenin Dan- 
ville and Salisbury. 1 hold in my hand, while 
writing this letter, a rat eaten Testament, on the 
Ax leaf of which is written: “ ted by 
Lieut. C. W. Pavey, Eightieth Illinois Infantry, 
Mount Vernon, III., to Se Maj. Will Sum- 
ner, Twenty-seventh Mich Infantry, First 
Brigade, t Division, Ninth Army Corps.” 
Now if you are the man your name and residence 
seems to indicate, you were in an underground 
cell in Libby in February, 1665, when the Rebel 
sergeant threatened to shoot the d—d Yankee 
— — — in the cell over you for singing 
“Hang Jeff Davis to a sour apple tree one 
might. You would alee remember something 
about a wooden musket that was passed up 
through an opening made in tne cornerof your 
cell by the boys who were taken out of Salisbury 
prison-pen, accused of leading the break ar 
tempted there Friday, Nov. 25, 1864. The Testa- 
ment mentioned also came up the same 
hole. Do you remember any of these circum- 
stances, or was it another soldier of the same 
name?

Wants Wages Promptly Paid.

A Southern Paper Makes Strong Protest 
Against Mob Law. 

Mobile Register: The poor woman who was 
assaulted near Birmingham, and who has 
our profoundest sympathy, did not say posi- 
tively that the negro brought before her for 
identification was the one who committed 
the assault upon herself and who murdered 
her little son. She at first said that he looked 
like the assailant. She then said that he 
stooped more than the assailant. She went 
so far as to say that if this was not the as- 
sallaut he was twin brother to the assailant.

He was simply a dirty, brutal nigger, who 
had no position on earth to fill and whose 
creation was a mistake. 

This last Birmingham mob was perhaps the 
most unreasonable mob that has disgraced 
this young city. If this negro had been 
guilty the courts would have declared go 
promptly. There is no escape for a negro 
without friends, without money, in such a 


Case. We have laws, officers, and courts to 


meet such acase. Then why the necessity 
for lynch law, especially in a case where the 
chief witness was not positive 

The truth is that the mobs are generally 
led by brutal white men who should them- 
seives be behind the bars of a penitentiary— 
by men like the poor drunken creature who 
at Birmingham assumed the name of one of 
Mobile’s best citizens to invite the people to 
riot and violence. It is true that a large 
number of the disorderiy element of Bir- 
mingham are Northern men, and that many 
of them are ex-convicts, but it is also true 
that many of the mob are Southern men whe 
know their duty to society. 

We say to Birmingham, in the name of 
civilization and law, that this thing must be 
stop If it is not stopped the commercial 
welfare of Birmingham and the good name 
of Alabama will be blasted. Our people are 
not sa and brutes. We are a law-abid- 
ing and -fearing peopie and we will not 
permit a handful of incarnate fiends to defy 
the laws and bring disgrace upon our author- 
ities. ‘The peopie of Alabama will stand by 
Gov.
